Chicago, Oct. 16.—Theodore Roose­ 


velt was 
not 
merely 
superficially 


wounded by the bullet fired into his 
breast in Milwaukee by John Serank. 
it was determined last night by sur­ 
geons, atfer all-day examinations and 
consultations, and the Colonel mus 
not see or speak to any one for sev­ 
eral days without permission of the 
doctors. 


The wound was definitely described 
as, a serious wound in the chest, and 
“not a mere flesh wound.'* The late 
bulletins, which prohibited communi­ 
cation between the Colonel and oth­ 
ers than his attendants, declared that 
"quietude is absolutely essential.’’ 
The surgeons 
asserted, 
however, 
that it wag not necessary to probe 
for the bullet, and the patient prob­ 
ably will be kept as calm as pos­ 
sible as his nature will allow him for 
a few* days. 


The patient slept well at intervals 
during the day, ate ravenously of ar 
tid es customarily making up his bill 
of fare, read lengthy extracts from 
Macaulay and hinted to his physician 
that he would not object to a ride in 
the fresh air.

his 
speaking tour, who had left him after 
the assault in Milwaukee to file their 
articles, had rejoined his entourage 
at the hospital, Col. Roosevelt insist­ 
ed that the edict of his physicians 
against communication with him be 
ignored for the time.

*4 with them about his condition and 
told them, "ITI hurry up and get out 
of here so I can

again." 


In opening the door to his room to 
admit the correspondents, the heavy 
odor of heaps of flowers banked high 
in the anteroom flooded the Colonel’s 
apartment and he inhaled deeply sev­ 
eral times. The extra effort eaused a 
little pain, however, and when the 
doors were shut again he instructed 
his nurse to present part of the flow­ 
ers to other patients in the hospital 
This was done. 
** 
His doctors, however, did not fee. 
inclined today to allow him to leave 
inside of ten days, so that they might 
ave no break in their minute bv 
minute watch for possible infection 
from the bullet.

Cot­ 
ton is now coming from across the 
Canadian and it appears that a suf­ 
ficient quantity will be received from 
that source to offset any reduction 
that might have resulted from a re­ 
duced acreage in Pontotoc county. 
The price is still declining and on 
the streets today the average has been 
around 10.65.
